the obtaining of an aſſured Peace to Hiunſelfe, and His Subiests, and to his Confederates, and 
Allles, which His Highneſle hall be euer moſt ready to unbꝛate, when with ſafety, and Honour 
it may be had: His maieſtie in His Puncely wiledome and p2oin:dence,fozcſeetng.thac,whileſt the 
ſaid King of Spaine tontinueth in theſe termes and courtes of hoſtilitie it is neither agreeable 
with the rules of policie, o2 Law of nations, to permit the ſaid King, oꝛ his tubtects, to be furny- 
ſhed and ſupplied with Cozne.Utctuals, Armes oꝛ pꝛouiſion for his Shipping Hauie, oꝛ Armes, 
if the lame tan be pꝛeuented. Fo2 although theſe violent Hoſtilitics of the ſaid King of Spamne, to 
the trouble of a great part of the Chziſtian Dominions, are unahter maintained by the abun⸗ 
dance of his treaſure from the Indice, wherein he truſteth and wuh theopimon Whereof He 1s 
puffed vp: Yet it is manikeſt that to maintaine his Armes, and renew his Shipping,hts moneys, 
in their pꝛoper nature, would not luffice, ikhe were not continualiy lupplied With Cone, E other 
Utctuals,and furmlhed with Munition, and materials fo: Armes, and Shipping krom ko2reigne 
tountreis, whereof, neither his ladies, oz Spaine, noꝛ any other part of his wut Donnntons are 
able to ſerue; but the lame are knowen to bee brought into Spame, Portugall, Burgundie, And other 
his countreys, from other foꝛreigue parts, not in his owne ſubiection, and that eſpecially, from 
the Hans-rownes, and Merchants of the North Eait Countreys, who koꝛ the deſire of gaine, are con- 
tented to furniſh the laid King, though to their ownetxtreame Hazzard, and pzciudice of their 
neighbours, with all things requiſite, to maintame his vn warres: Foz this cauſe, His 
Maieſty being, amougſt other Punces and Dtates,Herew patietpally intereſled, foꝛ thedefence of 
Himlelke, Dis Countreys, and Subiccts, againſt the fard ng of Spaines great pꝛeparations of
